Dear  Mr.  Dodson: 

The  Utah  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  (UDEQ)  understands  that  the  U.  S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (“EPA”)  has  identified  three  properties  in  Eureka  City,  Juab  County,  Utah  as  being 
necessary  for  it  to  purchase  in  order  to  implement  the  remedy  as  described  in  the  Record  of  Decision 
(“ROD”)  for  the  Eureka  Mills  Superfund  site.  Legal  descriptions  of  the  three  properties  and  a location 
map  are  included  as  Attachments  A and  B,  respectively,  to  this  letter.  These  three  properties  are  located 
outside  the  fund-lead  portion  (Operable  Unit  OU2)  of  the  project.  The  UDEQ  further  understands  that 
Eureka  City  has  agreed  by  letter  (dated  July  24,  2003  and  attached  as  Attachment  C)  to  accept  title  to  all 
three  properties  at  the  completion  of  the  remedial  action  contemplated  by  the  ROD  and  that  EPA  will  use 
its  best  efforts  to  effect  such  a transfer  of  title  to  said  three  properties  to  Eureka  City  or  another  person  or 
entity  prior  to  completion  of  the  remedial  action. 

The  UDEQ  requests  that  EPA’s  interest  in  any  or  all  of  the  three  properties  be  conveyed  directly  from  the 
EPA  to  Eureka  City  or  another  person  or  entity  prior  to  completion  of  the  remedial  action.  However,  if 
EPA  is  unable  to  complete  such  a transfer  of  title,  UDEQ  hereby  provides  assurance  to  the  EPA  as 
required  by  CERCLA  Section  104(j)(2)  that  it  will,  upon  completion  of  the  remedial  action,  accept 
transfer  of  the  EPA’s  interest  in  any  of  the  three  properties  which  EPA  has  been  unable  to  transfer  to 
Eureka  City  or  some  other  person  or  entity.

Dear  Mr.  Vodehnal: 


As  you  know,  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  asked  the  City  of  Eureka,  Juab 
County,  State  of  Utdi  to  accept  transfer  of  three  parcels  of  real  estate  the  ^A  to  assist  with  die  implementaticn  of 
the  remedial  action  ai  die  Eureka  Mills  Supeifund  Site.  On  behalf  of  fhe  City  of  Eureka,  Utah,  I am  writing  to  mform  you 
that  the  City  agrees  to  accept  transfer  of  these  tiiree  parcels  within  the  boundrys  of  die  City  limits. 

By  letter  dated  July  10  2003,  Michael  Risner,  Director  of  the  EPA  Rj^on  8 Legal  Enforcement  piogram, 
identified  3 parcels  of  property  in  Eureka  that  EPA  needs  to  acquire  in  order  to  implemetiT  the  remedial  action.  EPA, 
proposed  to  transfer  title  to  ^ese  parcels  to  the  City  of  Eureka  following  completion  of  the  remedial  action. 


The  City  agreement  to  accept  these  three  properties  is  based  in  part  on  tiie  understanding  that,  pursuant  to 
CERCLA  Section  104(jX3),  the  City  shaU  not  be  liable  for  Superfond  response  costs  associated  with  diese  properties  solely 
as  a result  of  .acquiring  the  properties.  The  City  also  understands  that  l^A  has  ordered  foe  Atlantic  Ricfofield  Company 
(ARCO)  to  perform  remedial  action  long  term  operation  and  maintenance  on  these  properties  and  that  Aico  is  complying 
wilhEPA’s  order. 


EPA  will  at  cost  to  them  with  legal  peisonnd  come  to  Eureka  to  folly  cover  and  explain  all  aspects  of  the 
CERCLA  Section  104(f)(3),  referenced  in  Paragr^h  3 above. 
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
